Not so very long ago it was suggested here 
Baseball Squads that baseball teams can get along without 
large squads. It was pointed out that the majors, in carrying 25 
men, largely decorate the bench and the bull pen, They could do 
on a lot less. 

In this connection, President Billy Evans heartily concurs. He 
says he notes that “several. major league clubs are working the cry 
towel overtime because it seems they won’t have more than 20 
players on their active roster.” 

Evans is of the opinion that any club, major or minor, 
can get along on less than 20 men. He points out that the 
big leaguer of today is coddled far more than in the past. 

“Too many are glad to be forced out of the lineup for 
some reason or other that erdinarily would not serve as suf- 
ficient. They develop a ‘tummyache’ all too easily. The 
sight of a pitcher warming up, whom they don’t like to hit 
against, often causes a sudden headache, It takes more than 
a mere ‘tummy’ or headache in the minors to be a reason for 
taking a day off,” Evans says. 

The Southern League president goes on to say that “less than 
25 players on the active big league rosters may prove a lot of 
things. Among them, the fact that some pitchers who insist they 
can't relieve, do very well when called upon. Left-handed batters 
who say they can’t hit southpaw pitching, manage to do a pretty 
good job when kept in the lineup. Pitchers who insist certain 
clubs are their jinx, prove otherwise when called upon, It is, 
after all, largely the point of view.

Barrels 


If you were in a quiz contest and 
were asked, ‘‘Name the raw mate- 
rials out of which whiskey is 
made,”’ 1 am afraid there would be 
no “pay-off” if you did not include 
“barrels”’ in your answer. 

The barrel is more than a con- 
tainerAor storing whiskey. It con- 
tributes definite flavor elements to 
the whiskey. In the distilling busi- 
ness, these are known as ‘‘extrac- 
tives.” 

A great deal of study is spent on 
barrels in a modern distillery be- 
cause there are so many variables 
in wood—-so little uniformity. For 
instance, barrels whose staves were 
made from oak grown on the top 
of a ndge differ greatly from those 
made from oak grown on the middle 
slopes of the hill or in the bottoms. 
Various degrees of exposure to 
winds, amount of sunshine, water, 
difference in soil composition, all 
have an effect on the character- 
istics of plant life.

Then there is the matter of the 
char in the barrel; a fraction of an 
inch difference in the depth of the 
char makes a difference in the end- 
product. 


And, if you were asked, “How 
Jong should a whiskey be kept in 
the wood before it becomes a‘good’ 
whiskey?” . . . what would your 
answer be? Will you let us help 
you? The age when whiskey 

omes “‘right”’ is also variable. 
Some whiskies, like some wines, 
too, reach their peak of maturity 
earlier than others. For instance, 
Bourbon whiskey, made principally 
from corn, usually matures more 
rapidly than Rye. Bourbon whis- 
key which has been reposing in the 
wood for four years may be equiv- 
alent in maturity to Rye at five or 
six years. 
While it is true that all whiske 
improves in quality in the aed. 
there comes a time when it reaches 
its peak of perfection, after which 
it ether remains static or deteri- 
orates in quality. Remember, whis- 
key draws certain flavor extractives 
out of the barre) staves. 


It is good to remember then, that 
age is not the sole determining 
factor in the quality of a whiskey. 
‘The expert might pass up a whiskey 
of greater age for one otf lesser age 
when the average layman would 
boast of the venerable years of his 
whiskey without taking other im- 
portant factors into consideration. 


All of these variables are impor- 
tant to the modern distiller. ‘The 
barrels are typed, and the whiskey 
ia typed according to age and domi- 
nant characteristics. And out of all 
this comes a ‘‘library’’ of whiskey, 
catalogued and indexed for the ex 
pert blender whom you never see or 
know, but whom you compliment 
quite unconsciously when you say, 
"Gee, this is a fine drink of blended 


whiskey!”’

About Teachers’ Pay 


Led by The Constitution, the papers of Geor- 
gia have, of recent days, been full of editorial 
and readers’ comment on the distressingly low 

! scale of salaries paid to the schoolteachers of 
this state. So, with everyone else talking about it. it seemed timely 
and proper to add a few words, here, on the subject, with rather 
special reference to my own home county, DeKalb. 

It is doubtful if there is any county in the state where the 
teachers’ pay problem is more perplexing than it is in DeKalb. 
There are peculiar reasons for this which we’ll go into in a moment. 

First, though, it should be noted there is very real danger that 
the DeKalb county schools may have to reduce their school year 
from nine to seven months. The financial situation is that serious. 

Secondly it is undeniable that the quality of the teaching fac- 
ulties in many DeKalb schools has deteriorated. You just can’t find 
sufficient fully qualified teachers to fill the need when they can so 
easily find positions in other states where the salaries are much 
higher. Too, many DeKalb teachers, like in all other counties, 
have been drafted into the armed services. It has been necessary 
to try to replace those who have gone, for any reason whatever, 
with teachers of lower qualifications—simply because they are the 
only ones who can be induced to serve for the salaries possible to 
pay. And it is pretty sure that no teachers whatever, of any grade 
of quality, can be secured to fill all the gaps next year. Which may 
mean cutting the year by two months in order to use the money 
so saved to increase salaries all around. 

Now, to get to the special diffi-

culty in the case of DeKalb, It 


centers in the homestead tax exemption law. 

As you all know, under this law anyone who owns his home can 
claim exemption on the first $2,000 valuation. As well as exemption 
on a given valuation of home furnishings. The result of this is that 
owners of homes of less valuation than this figure, if they live in 
the home themselves, pay no ad valorem taxes, either to state or 
county. 

The result is that the county with the highest proportion of home 
owners among its people has the highest proportion of residents 
exempt, under this law, from all taxation of this nature, including 
the school taxes, 

It so happens that DeKalb is, chiefly, a county of home owners. 
There are few large industries. Thus there are probably thou- 
sands of DeKalb small homes which contribute nothing for the up- 
keep of the schools. And, according to that well recognized social 
law that it is generally those in the lower financial brackets who 
have the most children, this means there are large numbers of 
DeKalb families whose children enjoy all the privileges of the 
schools but who pay nothing for the upkeep of those schools. 

Recognizing this situation, the DeKalb grand jury. at its re- 
cently concluded session, included in its presentments a request to 
those who are now engaged in drawing up a proposed new con- 
stitution for the state of Georgia, that a clause be inserted reading— 
in so far as my memory of the wording goes—something like this: 

“Provided, however, that any county, at a special election called 
for that purpose, if a majority of those voting in that election shall 
so vote, may remove the homestead tax exemption in so far as school 
taxes are involved.” 

That is not exactly how it was worded, but it should give you 
the idea. 

Note that it applies only to that designated portion of the ad 
valorem taxes which is allocated for upkeep of the schools. It would 
not affect any other homestead tax exemption. If adopted it would, 
in many counties, go a long way in providing school finances that 
would make better salaries for teachers possible. 


YOU CAN’T BLAME THEM You can’t blame the teachers for 
going where they can get the bet- 


ter salaries. After all, while the old pay envelope may not be the 
entire inducement in any job, it represents a large proportion of 
inducement, always. Realization of the importance of their profes- 
sion and patriotic love of Georgia must influence most teachers in 
this state, as it is. Otherwise they wouldn’t stay. 

And, again, you can’t blame them. Whether they go to other 
school jobs in wealthier states, whether they take a better-paying 
job in war industry or business, or whether they decide they'll be, 
all things considered, better off at home drawing no salary at ail. 

We owe more than we can ever pay, as a State, to our teachers 
and, if repeal of. the homestead tax exemption law in so far as 
school taxes are concerned, is needed to help pay part of that debt, 
then I, for one, say repeal it.

Dewey Should Admit 
His Candidacy Now 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—Governor Thom- 
as E. Dewey, of New York, is being roundly 
criticiz@d by influential segments of both the 

| Republican and the Democratic press for the 
coy game he is playing in connection with the Republican presi- 
dential nomination, 

By outwardly pretending that he is not a candidate while in- 
wardly encouraging various efforts being made in his behalf, Mr. 
Dewey, it is complained, has been able to avoid a discussion of 
those issues on which the American people have a right to demand 
that he speak, if an opportunity is to be given to judge him properly 
as a candidate for the presidency. 

The New York Times, an independent Democratic organ, is the 
latest paper to deliver an attack on Mr. Dewey for his coy attitude. 
Prior to that Walter Lippman, political commentator for the New 
York Herald Tribune, a Republican paper, criticized the Governor 
rather severely on the same score. Other publications of varying 
shades of political thought have followed suit. 

There is more than passing substance to the point raised by 
the Dewey critics. Barely three months before his party meets to 
choose a leader whose responsibility it may be to direct the finish 
of the greatest war in history, to assist in writing the terms of 
peace, and to launch the program for starting the world on the road 
to recovery, the man who seems more certain than any other to 
get the nomination is as silent as the grave on most of the lead- 
ing questions of the day. | 

It is not enough to say that he will be given ample opportunity 
to reveal his position after the nomination is received. Events 
might shape themselves where the Republican nominee would 
be certain to win, whoever he may be. And in that case it would 
be too late to correct the situation arising from the selection of an 
inappropriate man, 

For one thing, most every seasoned political observer agrees that 
Mr. Roosevelt is the only candidate the Democrats have to offer 
who is capable of resisting the Republican trend brought on by 
the country’s dissatisfaction with war irritations. If the President 
should be removed from the field, therefore, it is reasonable to 
suppose that the Republican candidate will succeed, regardless of 
his identity or qualifications. 


IMPORTANT Hence it does seem somewhat important that 

the man now looked upon as the favorite to 
win the Republican nomination should be called upon to express 
himself on vital matters of policy which will loom large in our 
future scheme of things. 

Governor Dewey's present predicament is self imposed. In 
August of 1942, at the time he accepted the Republican nomination 
as Governor of New York, he felt compelled, for reasons of his 
own, chiefly political, to make the following statement: “Let me 
say right now that I shall devote the next four years exclusively 
to the service of the people of New York state.” 

After his election and inauguration as Governor a few months 
later his secretary said in a statement authorized by him: “He 
is not and will not become a candidate for any other nomination 
during his term.” 

It is generally assumed that such a frank statement of his plans 
was made on the assumption, quite general at the time, that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would be a candidate for a fourth term and it would 
be all but impossible’ to defeat him. Mr. Dewey’s subsequent 
change of heart has been influenced by the scope of Republican 
victories rolled up in the off-year elections of 1942, which have 
tended to cast doubt on the President’s re-election. 

At least, he is now known to feel that the next Republican 
nominee will have something approaching an even chance to win 
the election. Hence the encouragement he has been giving those 
seeking to boost his chances, while carefully refraining from mak- 
ing any public acknowledgement of his candidacy. 


NO TIME FOR COYNESS If the popular young Governor 
has in fact had a change of 


heart, as all of the circumstances seem to confirm, there is no sound 
reason why he should not publicly announce, as suggested by the 
New York papers, that while his original pledge was given in good 
faith, it is necessary for him to depart from it now. No man has 
ever turned down the presidency, and few men have declined an 
invitation to run. His attitude would be easily understood. 


But there is something clearly improper in his present coyness. 
The people have a right to know where he stands. 

Dewey's silence, for one thing, permits politicians in different 
economic groups to interpret his position pretty much as they 
please. In one section of the country he may be played up as 
an isolationist, while in another he may be pictured as a sincere 
collaborationist. Thus, he becomes all things to all men.
